Righteousness,’’ has been heralded as his

result 10,000 people gathered to hear him. 

Special trains brought crowds from East 
and West and from North and South. 
Farmers have driven 30 miles to hear’ the 
prosecutor of Missouri boodlers. 

The train which brought Mr. 
his party had eight coaches. 
and the aisles were occupied, 100 picnickers 
coming from St. Louis. 


The ovation to Mr. Folk began at War- 
renton, 20 miles east of here, and much of 
the time during the trip from there he 
stood shaking hands with those who 
threnged through the coaches. In the 
party from St>~“Louls were A. C. Ritchey, 
L. 8S. Bartlett, J. A. Webb, W. W. Kay, 
W. M. Smith and Assistant Circuit At- 
torney Maroney. 

Howard Ellis and Silas Lewis headed the 
committee which met Mr. Folk. Dave Ball 
of Pike County was with them. 

An impromptu reception was held on the 
station platform when Mr. Folk started for 
the grounds, men,- women and children 
crowding about to shake hands with him. 

The reunion was a picnic, most of those 
in the crowd bringing dinner baskets. The 
day’s program included a baby show, a 
public wedding ahd a spinning-wheel con- 
test. 

Mr. Folk began his speech at 2 o'clock, 
immediately following the wedding which 
took place in the speaker's platform. [ 
spoke until 3:30.

Little Overton Kraft, aged 7. son of 
Fred W. Kraft of East St. Louis died at 
St. Elizabeth's Hospital, Belleville, Satur- 
day, of blood poisoning, which resulted 
from a bite of astrange insect Thursday 
afternoon. 

While physicians fought .for the little 
fellow’s life his father, Fred W. Kraft, 
was on a fishing trip on the Big Piney in 
Missouri. He could not be reached by 
telephome or telegraph, and little Overton 
died without saying bood-by to the father 
he loved so well. 

L. 8S. Willlams, a friend of the family, 
departed Saturday morning to find Mr. 
Kraft. 

For the last few days the child was a 
guest at the house of Mrs. Beumer of New 
Athens. He was playing with children of 
the neighborhood when a yellow insect

up on his hand and stung him just at the 
base of the thumb.

Kratz, who was 62 years old, had lived 
in Granite City with a married daughter, 
Mrs. He had been a sau- 
sage maker. 

Kratz left Mrs. Winkelmeyer's last Sun- 
day, telling her that he was going to visit 
his other married daughter, who lives in 
St. Louis, on Osceola street. 

It is not known whether Kratz 
reached the home of his daughter. The 
appearance of the body when cut down 
causes the police to think that the man 
hanged himself about two days ago. The 
spot in which it was found is deserted 
most of the time and young Petofi made 
his grewsome discovery by mere chance. 

The dead man used a piece of clothes 
line, and the slight sapling bent ynder 
his weight. Death must have come by 
strangulation. He leaves a wife in Ger- 
many. 


HAS NOT SPOKEN 
OR THREE YAY

John Clark, the Hiccough Victim, 
Wrecked in Nerves and Almost 
Lifeless, Holds on Tenaciously. 


A slight improvement is noticed in the 
condition of John Clark, the hiccough pa- 
tient at the City Hospital. His tempera- 
ture, which had risen to 104 degrees, went 
down slightly Friday night. 

Even before the hiccoughs stopped, medi- 
cine to build up the nerves was given him, 
and, although the physicians doubt the pos- 
sibility of effecting a cure their efforts 
have been unremitting. 

Clark's nervous system was brought to an 
extremely critical state by the hiccoughs, 
with which he suffered for two weeks, and, 
as he had been unable to vat, he was on the 
verge of collapse when he entered the hos- 
pital. 

Under the strain of the hiccough spasms, 
his digestive organs at first refused to 
work, and this inability to make use of the

food given him has aggravated his condi- 
tion. 


Under the influence of muriate of pftko- 
carpine and morphine, the attack of hic- 
coughs ceased on Tuesday, and an immedi- 
ate improvement was expected, but the 
sedatives failed to quiet Clark's nerves, 
and he was taken with fever and delfrium. 

He lies upon his cot unconscious and his 
lips are Mm constant motion, though he 
makes no sound, and has not spoken for 
three days. 

Physicians outside the hospital have sent 
in a number of remedies which have proved 
efficaceous in their private practice, and 
every mall brings letters advising the use 
of some special remedy.

WHOLESALERS 
MAND FELICE

Merchants Representing Vast Capital 
Are Driven to Action by the Con- 
gested Freight Conditions in the 
East Side Yards. 


ONE THOUSAND CARS ADD 
EACH DAY TO BLOCKADE 


Through the Business Men’s League 
Local Commercial Leaders Declare 
for the Delivery in St Louis of 
Freight “Intended for St. Louis.” 


the failure of the Terminal 
relieve the present serious 
incoming freight traffic at 
the wholesale merchants 
of St. Louis whose interests represent. a 
total capitalization of  $100,000,000, have 
drafted a petition calling upon the presi- 
dent and board of directors of the’ Busi- 
men’s League to take up the question with 
all railroad lines centering here and to de- 
mand that ‘all goods intended for St. 
Louis shall be delivered in St. Louis.” 

Tne language of the petition shows that 
the great commercial interests of St. Louis 
will take a decigive stand for a St. Louls 
billl of lading. 

The Business Men's League is requested 
to'do all in its power to remedy existing 
evils. This the merchants believe can be 
done if the railroads are properly urged. 

“The Terminal] Association has not in- 
creased or bettered its facilities for trans- 
porting freight to and frofM Fast St. 
Louis,’’ said a prominent Waschington ave- 
nue merchant to the Post-Dispatch Sat- 
urday. ‘In a large measure the transfer 
campanies are responsible for the fact that 
we have not changed from the methods 
we used 2% years ago in hauling goods 
across the river. The only difference 
that we use the bridge now. where former- 
ly we patronized the ferries. 

“I am sure that we will get improved 
service if we are insistent enough.’’ 

At noon Saturday nearly all the St. 
Louis wholesale dry goods firms had signed 
the petition. Four of the largest shoe 
approved it, andthe 
men who have taken the initiative in the 
matter believe it will receive unanimous 
approbation. 

The petition wil] probably be presented 
to the Business Men's League at the 
next meeting of that organization. 

How severely the business firms of this 
city are suffering from the apparent in- 
action of the Terminal monopoly 
shown in Friday's Post-Dispatch. 

While there are «3000 loaded cars ar- 
riving at East St. Louis daily, only 20006 
come across the river. 

This means that 1000 cars are 
adding to the congested 
tions. 

The merchants say the trouble could be 
avoided if the association would use its 
complete river transfer facilities. 

In support of this they point to the fact 
that, allowing four minutes between 
trains over Eads bridge, 360 trains of 
an average of 10 cars each, or a total of 
3600 cars, could easily be carried over 
the river every day.

The time required to choose a 
Pope cannot be determined in ad- 
vance. 

The conclave which elected Pius 
VIII, in 1829, lasted a month and 
23 days. 

The one which elected his prede- 
cessor, Leo XII, in 1823, occupied a 
month and three days. 

On the denth of Clement IV two 
years and nine months passed 
away before the choice of his suc- 
cessor. 

In the case of Gregory XVI, in 
1831; of Pius IX, In 1846, and Leo 
XIII, in 1878, two days sufficed.

This was taken privately 
by the cardinals in their cells. Then the 
great business of the day was at hand. 
At 10 o'clock all the cardinals assembled 
in the Sistine chapel for the first ballot. 


Uncomfortable 
Night in Cells. 


Many were the grumblings at the 
comfortable beds, the heat, the odors and 
other discomforts endured, one cardinal 
declaring he had not slept a wink because 
of the mosquitoes. The chapel presented 
a picture of much animation and beauty. 
Viciet was the leading note of color. Six 
candles on the altar gave a peculiar Nght, 
in conjunction with the daylight streaming 
through the windows and gleaming on the 
empty thrones on the,long line of seats, 
with their baldachinos (canopies). occu- 
pied by the cardinals intent upon the 
business in hand. Everything was sym- 
bolic. Even the baldachinos, which were 
now raised over the cardinals’ chairs in 
the Sistine chapel, are a sign that each 
member of the sacred college has a per- 
scnal part in the sovereignty of the apos- 
tolic see, but when a Pope is elected they 
are removed, the new pontif alone re- 
maining with this symbol of power. 

The cardinals went to the Sistine chapel 
accompanied by their conclavists carrying 
portfolios and papers. When Cardinal 
Oreglia was seat@#, all the others follow- 
ing his example, prayers were offered, 
after which Mgr. Caganio,. the governor 
of the conclave, called ‘exit omnes,” thus 
announcing to the conclavists and pre- 
lates that they must retire and leave the 
cardinals alone. The voting papers used 
by their eminences are somewhat differ- 
ent from those of 1878, being a little longer 
and narrower. 


How the Votes 
Are Cast. 


Some of the cardinals did not know how 
to fold their paper, which caused consid- 
erable confusion. Cardinal Oreglia,’ the 
camerlengo, demonstrated the folding of a 
ballot to those near him, and they in turn 
showed others how it must be folded. Each 
bailot was sealed with no distinguishing 
mark. The next ballot will proceed much 
more smoothly and quickly. 

Pach cardinal in turn, holding his ballot 
between his first finger and thumb so that 
every one could see it. advanced slowly to 
the altar, where a large chalice was stand- 
ing, knelt and prayed briefly for guise 
ance, and then, rising, took the following 
oath: 

“Tl call God to witness. He who shal! 
judge me, that I elect him who I think 
should be elected according to God. This 
I vromise to do also in the accéssit vote.” 

So saying the cardinal dropped his buliot 
in the chalice, bowed before the altar and 
returned to his place. 

The balloting took a very long time, as 
many of the cardinals, owing to their ad- 
vanced age and iliness, moved slowly and

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WINS STATE CASE 


Decision Rendered by Judge Lochren 
in the United States Court Dis- 
misses Bill of Complaint. 


FEDERAL CASE NOT AFFECTED 


The Suit Instituted by the Govern- 
ment Was Based on Different 
Contention. 


ST. PAUL, Minn., Aug. 1.—Judge Loch- 
ren today, in the United States circuit 
court, handed down his decision in the 
ease of the state of Minnesota against the 
Northern Securities Co:, the Great North- 
ern Rallway Co., the Northern Pacific 
Railway Co. and James J. Hill, as presi- 
dent of the Northern Securities Co. indi- 
vidually, in which he sustained the conten- 
tions of the defendants and dismissed the 
bill of complaint of the state. He finds 
that the Northern Securities Co. has not 
Violated the state laws forbidding the con- 
solidation of parallel and competing lines 
of railway through its ownership of 
stock of the Great Northern and Northern 
Pacific railways. He refuses the injunc- 
tions asked by the state of Minnesota to 
restrain the Securities company from vot- 
ing the stock of the two railroad companies 
or elther of them. 

This decision affects the results of the 
federal government's victory in the circuit 
court in no way whatever. The federal 
suit involved the same defendants and the 
same general state of facts, but was based 
on a totally different contention of law. 

The federal suit in which the Securities 
company was beaten was prosecution for 
violation of the Sherman anti-trust law 
passed by the federal congress, 

The state suit, in which the Securities 
company wins, was based on an allega- 
tion that the defendants violated acts 
of the Minnesota legislature, forbiddin 
the consolidation of paraiiel and compet- 
ing lines of. railway. 

The hearing of the state suit was be- 
gun Friday, June 5, before Judge Loch- 
ren in the federal circuit court. It foi- 
lowed the submission of much of the 
testimony by both sides for many months 
in which rederick G. Ingalls of the 
Supreme Court acted as referee. The 
final argument lasted five days, in which 
Attorney-General’ Douglas, former At- 
torney-General George B. Wilson an 
Attorney M. D. Dunn spoke for the state, 
and George B. Young, M. D. Grover and 
Cc. W. Bunn for the defendants. The case 
was submitted Wednesday, June 10. An 
appeal to the United States Supreme 
Court is now pending in the federal suit. 
Judge Lochren in his decision says in 


part: 

“The defendant, the Great Northern 
Railway Co., is a Minnesota corporation 
which has, as stated in the bill, acquired 
the property rights and franchises and 
the management and control of various 
specified railway corporations. That the 
defendant, the Northern Pacific Railway 
Co.. is a Wisconsin corporation which 
filed its articles of incorporation in Min- 
nesota. and in 1896 purchased and ac- 
quired all the railroad properties, rail- 
way lines, right of way, rolling stock 
and franchises of the earlier Northern 
Pacific Railroad Co.; and he also stated 
in the bill acquired the property rights 
and franchises and the management and 
control of other specified railway cor- 
orations. That said Great Northern and 
Northern Pacific companies now and for 
many years severally own, operate and 
maintain’a main line of railway extend- 
ing from the cities of Duluth, St. Paul 
and Minneapolis, westward across the 
states of Minnesota. North Dakota, Mon- 
tana, Idaho and Washington to Puget 
Sound: with many branches along the 
route of each: and that said two systems 
of railroads are as to each other paralle! 
and competing lines of railroad; at least 
between cities and towns reached or tra- 
versed by the lines of moth of said two 
railways. among which are Duluth, 8t. 
Paul. Minneapolis, Anoka, Sf. Cloud 
Moorhead. East Grand Forks. and sever- 
al other towns in the state of Minnesota, 
and that a reasonable degree of compe 
tion for the traffic between places so 
situated on both said lines of railway 
has existed in the past years.

NEW YORK. Aug. 1.—Maurice Runkel, 
a contractor of this city, who is among 
those indicted yesterday at Washington, 
in connection with the postal investiga- 
tion, declares the finding is a great sur- 
prise to him, and that he knew nothing 
about the matter until informed by the 
newspapers.

MADE OF MILK.

At the hygienic milk supply exhibition, 
which was lately held at Hanrburg, were 
exhibited a number of objecta which seem - 
ing'y had nothing whatsoever to do with 
hygienic milk supply. There were combs 
seemingly made of horn; cigar holders with 
amber-colored mouthpieces: knives anc 
forks with handles similar {n appearnnce 
t» ebony; ferrules for umbrellas and sticks, 
and balls, rings, chess figures. dominoes, 
etc. These objects were made of ‘“‘galahth”’ 
—i e. 
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. milk stone—and casein. the principal 
albuminoid substance of skimmed milk, ts 
the raw material ont of which galalith ts 
made, 

More than fifteen vears ago the idea of 
making articles like buttons, 
handles, ornamental plates and _ colored 
pencils out of casein originated. At first 
fresh casein—t. e., ordinary or dried curds

Their 
first alm was to make. an insoluble union 
of casein by the addition of salts and acids. 
To produce, for instance, a materia] similar 
to eboryv, they proceeded as follow: Dis- 
solved casein was given a dark color by 
the addition of soot and with the help of a 
metallic salt (acetate of lead), a slate-coy- 
ered precipitate was obtained. This was 
mixed with water and filled into a cloth 
stretched over a frame. The water becom- 
ing absorbed by the cloth, the substance 
contracted Into a uniform, firm and dark 
mass; and, after being dried, a product 
resulted which in juster and color resembied 
ebony.

TROUBLE FOR HIM 


Warrants Issued for L. D. Moore, Pro- 
moter of a Local “Co-Opera- 
tive” Concern. 


Warrants were issued for the arrest of 
L. D. Moore, secretary of the American 
Bond and Investment Co., charging viola- 
tion of a Missouri statute requiring co- 
operative companies to deposit $100,000 with 
the state treasurer as a guarantee of finan- 
cial stability. 

W. A. Meaney of 1418 Grattan street and 
A. lL. Chamblin obtained the warrants. 
Moore's claim that the bonds are issued in 
East St. Louis is said to be false. 

The gold bonds issued by the company 
promised to pay $200 in six years for $2 
down and 50 cents a week deposited with 
them. In case of death the investors’ heirs 
receive the principal paid in with interest 
at 4 per cent, compounded quarterly. The 
bondholder is also a sharer in the surplus 
earnings of the company. 

In its prospectus the company explains 
that it is to do business on the same plan 
as life insurance companies and that its 
investors are secured by ‘‘cash, government 
bonds, state, county or school bonds, or 
upon improved real estate worth at least 
double the amount of the note.’’ 

The officers of the company are given in 


the prospectus as follows: ’ George 8S. Fos- 
ter, president; F. P. Russell, vice-president; 
¢ . Moore, secretary, and Edward H. 
Gorse of the Missouri Trust Co. as treas- 
urer. 

“They have not complied with things that 
I requested them to do and the use of my 
name on the prospectus is without my 
sanction,’’ said Mr. Gorse when asked 4s 
to the company. 

The company made application to the 
Fidelity and Casualty Co. for a bond of 
$100,000, which, it Is said, was to have been 
deposited with the Missouri Trust Co. This 
bond has not been issued by the Fidelity 
and Casualty Co. 

In the three weeks that the company 
has been In operation it is said that about 
$1000 has been secured from small tnvestors.
